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DNA Testing of the alleged mortal remains of Netaii kept 

in Renkoii Temple 


As directed by JS (CNV). I attended the meeting taken by 
Shri A.K. Bhandari, Special Secretary (JSK), MHA, at 3:30 p.m. on 
20 05.2003. The Chief Forensic Adviser, DNA Testing Center, 
Hyderabad was present in addition to the original invitees. 

2. The discussion centred around the following topics: 

0 - 

(i) Whether DNA test could be conducted on the remains 
kept in the Renkoji Temple. 

(ii) Whether Japanese authorities or Temple priests would 
give clearance for removing the remains for DNA test. 

(iii) If (i) & (ii) are resolved, whether Govt, of India would 
eventually give clearance for a DNA test. 

3. During the discussion, MHA officials pointed out that blood 
sample* of two son s of elder brother of Netaji and one person from 
his maternal lineage collected by the Commission have been sent 
to the DNA testing center in Hyderabad. The chappals and 
fragments teeth of the “Gumnamt-Baba” have also been sent to the 
center. 

4. The Chief Forensic Adviser opined that material for a DNA 
test can be isolated from unburnt bones, teeth but not from ash. 
However to ascertain this the contents of the ash kept in the 
Renkoji Temple would need to be examined. 

5. The DG, BPR&D suggested deputation of a team comprising 
forensic experts and MHA officials to examine the remains. Special 
Secretary, MHA wondered whether prior approval of the Japanese 
government or the Temple authorities would be a pre-requisite for 
examination or removal of the remains from the temple. To a query, 
the undersigned reiterated our stand that MHA’s clearance would 
be needed before MEA could take any action in the matter. 

Conclusion 


MHA may decide to depute a team to Japan as suggested 
by DGBPR&D and request MEA for facilitating examination of the 
remains.

Copies of the Commission’s Status Report from 01.1 1.2002 to 30.1 1 2002 were sent by 
Registered Post with A/D. under Commission’s letters No.JMCI/Stat Rept ./99- 
2000/33A/453(6) dated 9/1 1 th December, 2002 to the Secretaries, Ministry ot Home 
Affairs. Ministry of External Affairs, Ministry of Defence, Ministry of Information and 
Broadcasting, Prime Minister's Office, and Cabinet Secretariat with the request to send 
to the Commission within six weeks the replies/reports in respect of the paras 
concerning their respective Ministries/Departments/Offices in the form of an affidavit 
duly sworn by their respective authorised Officers, not below the rank of Joint Secretary 
to the Government of India. No affidavit in response to the said letter has yet been filed 
by/or on behalf of any of the addressees of the said letters. While some of the 
addressees have not responded at all - much less complied with the directions contained 
in the said letters - others have, however, sent their responses without any supporting 
affidavit.

the Indian Mission in the Russian Federation is checking with the Russian Foreign 
Office regarding the points raised bv the Commission in its letter No. 398 dated 
11.11.2002 concerning the list of archives in the Russian Federation,- that the Indian 
Mission in Belarus “has also informed that all requests for service from the listed 
archives must be specific and all services rendered are charged”; and that information 
from the remaining countries are beinu procured and will be sent to the Commission as 
soon as received.

This Status Report is in continuation of the Status Report for the period from 
01.03.2003 to 31.03.2003 forwarded under Commission’s registered letter 
No.JMCI/Stat.Rept./99-2000/33A(Il)/626(7) dated April 02, 2003 to the 

Secretaries, Ministry of Home Affairs, Ministry of Defence (History Division), 
Ministry of Information and Broadcasting, Prime Minister’s Office, Ministry of 
External Affairs, Cabinet Secretariat, as also to the Director, Intelligence Bureau, 
Government of India, for favour of taking necessary action at their end 
There has been no further development in the matters as stated in paras 3, 5, 8, 12, 
13, 15 and 19 of the Status Report for the period from 01.02.2003 to 28.02.2003. 

(a) The hearing of the Commission was held on April 03, 2003 in the Annexe 
Building, Mahajati Sadan, Kolkata, when Shri Bijay Kumar Nag, the only witness 
who turned up on that day, was examined in full and the matters in the Status 
Report as on 24.03.2003 (forenoon) were discussed. 

(b) Notices have been sent for recording deposition of Shri Apurba Chandra Ghosh 
and Shri Sailendra Kumar Roy on 12.05.2003 by the Secretary of the Commission 
on being appointed as Commissioner for the purpose by the Commission. 

By Commission’s registered letter No. JMCL/Stat.Rept. /Compliance/2003/87/577 dt. 
05.03.2003, the Secretary of the Ministry of Home Affairs was requested, inter alia, 
to ensure strict compliance with the Commission’s order as contained in the 
Commission’s registered letter No.JMCI/Stat.Rept./99-2000/33A/453(6) dated 
9/11.12.2002 and send to the Commission within six weeks the replies/reports in 
respect of those paras of the Status Report from 01.1 1.2002 to 30.1 1.2002 which 
are concerning the Ministry of Home Affairs, supported by an affidavit duly sworn 
by a competent Officer, not below the rank of Joint Secretary' to the Government of 
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India, as called for in the said Order. No such affidavit has been received lrom the 
Ministry of Home Affairs as yet. 

The Commission in its letter No.JMCI/EO '2002-2003/83/ 14 dated 10.04.2003 has 
indicated all the correspondence made by it and the replies/responses thereto 
received by it regarding feasibility of D.N.A. test on the alleged mortal remains of 
Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose kept in Renkoji temple. It has also been stated in the 
said letter dated 10.04.2003 : ‘Only positive reply in the matter has been received 

from Mr. Tern 1 Milton but there is a precondition stipulated by him 

This is “anthropological evaluation of remains, including photography”. He has 
categorically w ritten. “We would like to receive the anthropologist’s report prior to 
proceeding” 1 

As the Commission is now in a fix as to how anthropological evaluation and other 
necessary' scientific tests of the alleged mortal remains kept in the Renkoji temple in 
Japan should be done for ascertaining the feasibility of D.N.A. test on that mortal 
remains, it has written to the Ministry of Home Affairs with the request ‘to take 
necessary action as early as possible to enable the Commission to get necessary 
anthropological evaluation and other necessary tests done for taking the next step 
for D.N.A. test on the alleged mortal remains’. A copy of the said letter dated 
10.04.2003 along with its enclosures was forwarded for information and necessary 
action to the Joint Secretary (CNV), Ministry of External Affairs, Government of 
India. 

The response of the Government of India is being anxiously awaited. 

A xerox copy of the letter dated 10.02.2003 of Shri Sunil Krishna Gupta and four 
others and xerox copies of the enclosures thereto, which is a list of documents 
exhibited bv the witnesses before Justice Khosla Commission, were sent to the 
Secretary', Ministry' of Home Affairs, Government of India, under Commission’s 
registered letter No.JMCL/1 1/2000/542 dated February' 17, 2003 with the request to 
kindly furnish to the Commission immediately the original or authenticated true 
copies of all the documents mentioned in the said letter dated 10.02.2003 and its 
enclosures. In d.o. letter No.25/4/NGO-Vol.IX dated March 28, 2003 of Joint 
Secretary, CNV, Ministry' of External Affairs, Government of India, addressed to

the Secretary of the Commission, it has been stated, inter alia, that copics/originals 
of all the documents related to Justice Khosla Commission would be available 
only with the Ministry of Home Affairs and that the letter dated I s1 November, 1951 
of Shri Subimal Dutta, the then Secretary, Ministry of External Aflairs, addressed 
to Shri A. M. Sahav, and the letter dated 17 th January, 1952 of Shri A. M. Sahay to 
Shri Subimal Dutta were sent in original by Ministry' of External Aflairs to the 
Ministry of Home Affairs. Accordingly, the Secretary, Ministry of Home Aflairs 
has been requested by Commission’s registered letter No JMCI/1 1/2000/15 dated 
1 1.04.2003 to kindly send immediately the original or authenticated true copies ol 
all the documents as called for by' Commission’s letter No.JMCl/1 1/2000/542 dated 
February 17, 2003, a copy of which appears to have been sent by the Ministry ol 
Home Affairs to the Ministry of External Affairs earlier in response to which the 
Ministry of External Affairs wrote the aforesaid d.o. letter dated March 28, 2003 to 
the Secretary' of the Commission. 

(a) The Director, Intelligence Bureau, was sent an extract of para 5 38 of Chapter- 
Five of the report dated June 30, 1974 of Justice Khosla Commission with 
Commission’s letter No.JMCI/Records/N.D./99-2000/37(IV)/625 dated April 1, 
2003 and was requested to kindly make available to the Commission immediately 
authenticated xerox copies of the three reports under Finney’s signatures dated 
5/10/1945, 10/10/1945, and 12/10/1945 respectively and of the report dated 
7/10/1945 signed by Davies which were supplied to the Justice Khosla Commission 
by the Intelligence Bureau as stated in the aforesaid para 5.38. 

The response is awaited. 

(b) By Commission’s letter No. JMCI/Records/ND/99-2000/37(IV)/624 dated April 
1, 2003 attention of the Secretary', Ministry of Home Affairs was drawn to 
Commission’s letter No.JMCI/25/2000/413 dated 14.11.2002 followed by the 
reminders bearing Nos. 487 dated 30.12.2002 and No. 525 dated 30.01.2003 and he 
was requested once again to kindly make available to the Commission immediately 
authenticated xerox copies of the reports allegedly prepared by M/S. Finney and 
Davies who were allegedly sent to the Far East along with Mr. H.K. Roy and Mr. 
P.K. De, both Indian Police Officers, to trace Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose after the 
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alleged plane crash in Taipei in 1945. His attention was also drawn in this regard to 
para 5.38 of Chapter Five of the report dated June 30, 1974 of Justice Khosla 
Commission wherein it is stated, inter alia, that the three reports bearing Finney’s 
signatures dated 05/10/1945. 10/10/1945, and 12/10/1945 and one report dated 
07/10/1945 signed by Davies have been supplied to the Khosla Commission by the 
Intelligence Bureau. 

The response is still awaited. 

8 The attention of the Director (1S-II), Ministry of Home Affairs, Government of 
India was drawn by Commission’s letter No.JMCI/Records/ND/99-2000/37(IV)/39 
dated April 28, 2003 to the letter No.28 1/12/1/2000-IS dated 13. 1 1.2002 from Shri 
Satrughna Singh. Director, Cabinet Secretariat as also to the letter 
No. 1/12014/13/IS(D.V) dated 02.01.2003 of the Director (IS-1I), Ministry of Home 
Affairs, and he w'as requested to clarify as to whether F.Nos. in the aforesaid letter 
dated 13.11.2002 denote File Nos. of the Cabinet Secretariat or those arc 
identification numbers of some documents or classes of documents. He was also 
requested to let the Commission know' w'hich of the documents in the files sent by 
Shri Bhatia of the Ministry' of Home Affairs can be related to the SI. Nos. (ii), (iii), 
(iv) and (vi) at para 2 of the letter dated 13. 1 1.2002 of the Cabinet Secretariat, if F. 
Nos. denote identification Nos. of some documents or classes of documents, since 
no files bearing F. Nos. mentioned in the said letter dated 13.11.2002 of Shri 
Satrughna Singh of the Cabinet Secretariat have been received by the Commission. 

9 A complete list of the names and addresses of all the archives in the Russian Union, 
as called for in Commission’s letter No. 134 dated 21.06.2002 followed by 
reminders No. 257 dated August 14, 2002 and No. 34S dated 27.09.2002 is yet to 
be received, though lists of some / all archives of some of the States which were 
within the erstw'hile USSR could be received from the Ministry of External Affairs 
in pursuance of the Commission’s letter No.JMCI/DOC(FOR)/99-2000/56(IV)/398 
dated November 11, 2002 addressed to the Joint Secretary (CNV), Ministry of 
External Affairs, Government of India, on the subject : Documents. Records, Files, 
etc. relating to and/or having relevance to the points of inquiry w'hich are in the 
possession or under the control of the Governments of the UK. the USA, the 


Russian Federation and other States which were within the erstwhile USSR, Japan, 
Vietnam. Taiwan, Thailand, Malayasia, Singapore. Germany, Ireland, etc. wherein 
the attention of the said Joint Secretary was also drawn to the Commission’s 
aforesaid letter No.34S dated September 27, 2002. 

Further actions of the Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India on all the 
points mentioned in the said letter No. 398 dated November 11, 2002 of the 
Commission are still awaited. 

10 The Secretary, Ministry' of External Affairs was requested by Commission’s 
registered letter No.JMCL/CPDC/2002/432 dated November 27, 2002 to kindly 
persuade the Government of Japan to get from the Government of Taiwan original 
register of Cremation Permits for the period from 18.08.1945 to 21.08.1945, the 
original application for Cremation Permit allegedly filed on 18.08.1945 in the name 
of Chandra Bose or Subhas Chandra Bose, the original application for Cremation 
Permit, if any, filed on 18.08.1945 or 19.08.1945 in the name of Ichiro Okura, the 
original death certificate allegedly issued in the name of Subhas Chandra Bose and 
the original death certificate, if any, in the name of Ichiro Okura, so that the 
Commission may have access to these documents. It has also pointed therein that 
from the materials before the Commission it seems that one death certificate in the 
name of Chandra Bose or Subhas Chandra Bose was issued on 18.08.1945; that 
from the certified copy of extract from the original document on Cremation Permit 
in the name of Ichiro Okura it appears further that the certified copy of extract of 
the original document was issued on July 14, 1945 and that the original document 
on cremation permit was in existence on July 14, 1956 i.e., long after the end of the 
Second World War. In the d.o. letter No.25/4/NGO-Vol.IX-I dated February 11, 
2003 of the Joint Secretary’, CNV, Ministry of External Affairs, Government of 
India, addressed to the Secretary of the Commission it has been stated, inter alia : 
‘\ve have asked our Embassy to seek the requisite clarifications and obtain the 
desired documents from the Government of Japan. The matter is under reference to 
the concerned authorities in Japan. We are waiting to hear from them on this issue. 
We shall revert as soon as a response is received from the Japanese authorities.” 
Since the Commission has not heard further from the Ministry' of External Affairs 


in the matter, it can be legitimately presumed that the Japanese authorities has not 
responded as yet. 

Reports solicited by the Commission’s registered letter No.JMCI/DOC(FOR)/99- 
2000/56(1 VJ/446 dated December 5, 2002 on the outcome of further inquiry 
pursuant to the communication dated May 8, 2001 of Shri Harish K. Jain, Consul, 
St. Petersburg addressed to the Embassy of India, Moscow, a copy of which was 
enclosed with the d o letter No.25/4/NGO-Vol.VIII dated October 31, 2002 of the 
Ministry of External Affairs, is yet to be received 

(a) The report of the second handwriting expert regarding verification of 
handwritings allegedly of ‘Gumnami Baba’ of Faizabad with the admitted specimen 
handwritings of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose, is yet to be received. 

(b) The report of the Director, Centre for DNA Fingerprinting and Diagnostics, 
Hyderabad regarding D.N.A. tests of the blood samples of two sons of the two elder 
brothers of Netaji and of one of the descendants belonging to the maternal lineage 
of Netaji as also of the teeth allegedly belonging to ‘Gumnami Baba,’ is yet to be 
received

When asked if he was hope- 
ful about winding up the in- 
quiry within the one-year ex- 
tension, he said: “It is really 
difficult to give a timeframe 
with the kind of response the 
Commission is getting from 
the quarters concerned.” 

But there has been some 


progress on the case. For the 
first time, Mukherjee said, 
steps have been taken for 
DNA testing of the ashes at 
Renkoji; three of Netaji’s rel- 
atives in Kolkata have also 
agreed to have their DNA 
samples taken. 

The commission has also 
sought DNA profiling of 
body tissue from ‘Gumnami 
Baba’ of Faizabad, the last in 
the line of sadhus whom the 
faithful identified asNetaji. 

The baba, who 'died in 
1985, was identified ty none 
other than Netaji’s niece 
Lalita — daughter )f his 
brother Suresh. 


For those of you who

His death was an- 
nounced at the time by the 
Japanese military, with 
whom he was collaborating, 
and they installed his ‘ashes’ 


at the Renkoji temple in 
Japan but his associates in 
the Azad Hind Fauj have- 
held that he survived. 

Two inquiry commissions 

— including one comprising 
Netaji’s brother Suresh and 
close aide Shahnawaz Khan 

— upheld the crash-death 
theory. But frequent reports 
of ‘sightings’ across India, 
usually oi sadhus, prompted 
the Centre — on the Kolkata 
High Court’s directive — to 
set up the Mukherjee Com- 
mission in May 1999.

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' The enclosed correspondence on the subject of the feasibility of DNA test on the 

alleged mortal remains kept in the Renkoji temple are more than sufficient to show the 
endeavours made by the Commission in this regard since the receipt of the report of the joint 
inspection of the contents of the casket containing the alleged mortal remains and the 
photographs of the contents of the casket from the Embassy of India in Japan. Unfortunately, 
§ till now there is no tangible result and time is running out fast. 

In his Fax message dated 27. 12.2002 (SI. No. 8 in the list of correspondence) Shri Biren 
Nanda, Charge d’ Affairs, Embassy of India in Japan, assured the Commission that the 
Embassy “shall immediately solicit the services of an expert to re-examine the bones of the 
deceased at the Renkoji temple to seek his opinion on whether any material exists from which 
DNA may be isolated for the purposes of a DNA test”. Waiting in vain for a pretty long time 
for further communication from Shri Nanda, the Commission wrote to the Secretary, Ministry 
of External Affairs, requesting him to take necessary action to expedite the matter (vide letter 
dated 13.03.2003 at SI. No. 17). Ultimately, Shri Nanda sent a Fax message dated 27.03.2003 
(vide SI. No 18) advising the Commission to “directly correspond with the Ministry of 
External Affairs in New Delhi on this matter”. In reply to the Commission’s letter dated 
f 13.03.2003 (vide SI. No. 17), Shri Vijay Gokhale, Joint Secretary (CNV), Ministry of External 
Affairs, has informed that they have referred the matter to your Ministry, which is the nodal 
Ministry, and that they will revert to the Commission as soon as your advice is received (vide 
his d o. letter no. 24/4/NGO/Vol.IX dated 26.03.2003 a copy which is an enclosure to this 
letter). 

In these circumstances, I am directed to request you to kindly extend all necessary help 
and assistance to the Commission in the matter of the proposed DNA test on the alleged mortal 
remains in the Renkoji temple in Japan. 

The Directors of the Centre for Cellular and Molecular Biology (CCMB), Hydreabad, 
and the Centre for DNA Fingerprinting and Diagnostics were approached by the Commission 
for the purpose (vide letters at SI. Nos. 2 & 3 at page 1). In his reply dated 10.12.2002 (vide 
letter at SI. No. 4 at page 1), Dr. Lalji Singh, Director, CCMB, informed that laboratory facility 
for the proposed DNA test “does not exist in India.” As advised by him, the Commission wrote 
to Prof. Dr. Svante Paabo, Department of Genetics, Max Department of Genetics, Max Planck 
Institute for Evolutionary Anthropology (vide letter at SI. No. 5 at page 1). In his turn. Dr. 
Paabo advised the Commission to contact Mr. Tery Milton of Mitotyping Technologies, USA, 
and Prof. Sir Alec Jeffreys. University of Leicester, UK (vide letter at SI. No. 10 at page 2). 
Copies of the letter written^Mr. Terry Milton and Prof. Sir Alec Jeffreys in pursuance of the 
advice of Dr. Svante Paabo are at SI. No. 1 1 and 12 at page 2. 

Prof. Sir Alec Jeffreys regretted his inability to assist the Commission in the matter 
(vide letter at SI. No. 12 at page 2). He, however, recommended the UK Forensic Science 
Service in Birmingham, one of the National Forensic Science laboratories. He also named Dr. 
Lalji Singh, Director of the CCMB, Hyderabad, as “one obvious contact”. It may be 
mentioned here that Prof. Sir Jeffreys was written to after contacting Dr. Lalji Singh, In the 
* context of this letter of Prof. Sir Jeffreys the Secretary of the Ministry of External Affairs was 
approached for help by the Commission (vide letter at SI. N. 15 at page2). 


Only positive reply in the matter has been received from Mr. Terry Milton (vide letter 
at SI. No. 13 at page no. 2), but there is a precondition stipulated by him in the paragraphs 5 
and 6 of his letter received by e-mail. This is “anthropological evaluation of the remains, 
including photography”. He has categorically written, “We would like to receive the 
anthropologist’s report prior to proceeding”. 

The Commission is now in a fix as to how anthropological evaluation and other 
necessary scientific tests of the alleged mortal remains kept in the Renkoji temple in Japan 
should be done for ascertaining the feasibility of DNA test on that mortal remains. I am, 
therefore, directed to request you to take necessary action as early as possible to enable the 
Commission to get necessary anthropological evaluation and other necessary tests done for 
taking the next step for DNA test on the alleged mortal remains. 

This matter may kindly be treated as extremely urgent.

As per your desire, we went on October 24, 2002 to the Renkojj 
Temple in Tokyo and opened the casket alleged to be containing the mortal 
remains ofNetaji Subhas Chandra Bose. The time was between 1530 to 1030 
hours, and the casket was opened in the presence of the Chief Priest of 
Renkoji Temple, Rev. Koshi Mochizuki and his wife. 

Photographs were taken during the process, and two sets containing 
eight photographs each are enclosed. Their description is as follows: 

Plate 1: In the foreground is the casket wrapped in elotli, with the 

handwritten word “NETAJI SUBHAS CHANDRA BOSE' . Normally the 
casket is kept inside the shrine which can be seen in the background ot the 
photograph. The shrine is enclosed in a glass cage. 

Plate 2: This reveals the contents of the wooden casket. There wore 

pieces of what appeared to be bone fragments, greyish in colour. In addition, 
a bundle of brown paper containing something can be seen. 

Plate 3: Another view of the contents of the casket. Two of the Hat 

pieces appear to be parts of the skull. 

Plate 4: The brown paper bundle contained what appeared to be teeth 

and other bone fragments. 

Plate 5: Another photo showing the contents of the brown paper bundle. 

Plate 6: A photo of the contents of the casket w ithout the brown paper 

bundle. The contents from below were picked up and placed on top, and the 
picture shows what appears to be a portion of the jaw', with recesses where 
teeth might have been.

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Please refer to your D.O.Ltr.No.JMCI/EO/2002-2003/83/443, dated December 05, 2002 seeking 
my valued opinion relating to DNA Fingerprinting in the alleged disappearance of Netaji Subhas 
Chandra Bose. I have gone through the enclosed Xerox copy of the letter describing the content 
of the mortal remains of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose in the casket kept at the Renkoji Temple 
in Tokyo. It appears there are small pieces which appeared to be pieces of bones' What is not 
clear whether these pieces are collected from the burnt debris? If these are collected from the 
burnt ashes then it will not be possible to isolate DNA from this. DNA would have been 
completely destroyed. However, if these are remains of bones (not burn t bone), then presence 
of DNA is expected which may be in degraded_form but still usable for establishing identity) For 
doing this, one needs a very special facility which is used for the study of ancient DNA to ensure 
that there is no contamination from the laboratory while d oing the test. Such laboratory facility 
does not exist in IndiaTIn CCMB. we are in the^rocess of creating one for which we have 
recently received a grant from the Department of Biotechnology. However, it will take some time 
before the facility is ready. There is one laboratory in Germany (Address and Contact Person: 
Prof. Dr. Svante Paabo, Director, Department of Genetics, Max Planck Institute for Evolutionary

2. There is blood sample available from Netaji's relations particularly Jrom the female 
descendants of his_m_aternaj_side i.e. his sister^or hjs_sister’s children who would have inherited 
mitochondrial DNA from his moth er. Since mitochondrial DNA is inherited only from maternal 
side, these will be very good for establishing relatedness by DNA sequence comparison. If we 
are able to isolate DNA successfully, we could also use y-DNA comparison from his or his 
brother’s sons and their descendants. Thus blood samples have to be made available. 

| However, before we venture through all these, on e has to ensure successful isolation of DNA 
jfrom the r em ains of the bones.

The chance to retrieve usable DNA from burnt bones depends to a 
large extent on how thoroughly the bones were burnt and at what temperature. Also, the 
success of a project like this would of course depend on having reliable reference samples 
from the person him- or herself or from close relatives. Overall, my guess would be that the 
chances of success are quite limited 

We ourselves are not in a position to perform service work. There is a number of companies 
in the United States that perform such work. I know that one of these companies with which 
Professor Mark Stoneking who now works with us here was previously associated is: 
Mitotyping Technologies. The e-mail address of the contact person Terry Melton is 

vr , and their website is ow, mitotyping com. 


This company, or another one, would be my first advice to you. Another alternative would be 
to try to contact for example Professor Sir Alec Jeffreys at the University of Leicester 
Institute of Genetics who has performed identification work of important personalities in the 
past. However, 1 do not know if he is in a position to take on this case.

Dear Mr. Sengupta, 

We would be pleased to attempt mitochondrial DNA analysis of the remains to which you refer. This 
test would make a comparison between the skeletal fragments and the maternal linea ge of the 
individual in question. 

Our experience is that cremated remains are very unlikely to give a DNA profile. Having said that, we 
agree to test them if recognizable teeth or other anatomically identifiable parts remain. The analysis, 
besides being a standard forensic mitochondrial DNA test, includes an attempt to recover degraded 
DNA if that is necessary'. 

The cost for the test is S2.500 USD per samp le. If no DNA is recovered, we reduce the fee to $1,000 
per sample. It would be advisable for you to decide how many attempts you would like to make, for 
example, how many times you want us to try (how many samples) before stopping. We don’t 
generally make more than two or three attempts in any case. 

If the test successfully recovers DNA, we would need a reference sa mple (bl ood or cheek swa b) from 
a maternally related individual for comparison. This sample would c ost $1,500 USD .

| We recommend a thorough anthropological evaluation of the rema ins, including photography, i he 
! examiners of the remains should refrain from excessive handling of the remains, and should wear 
I sterile and frequently-changed gloves during the evaluation. If the remains are at all moist, they 
should be stored in the freezer prior to DNA analysis. 

We would like to receive the anth ropologist’s report prior to proceeding. From this report, we will 
suggest the remains to be tested in our lab.

thank you for your enwuiry concerning the very important case of Chandra Bose. I am afraid that I 
cannot be of assistance in this matter - my laboratory has not been involved directly in forensic DNA 
analysis for 10 years and we are neither equipped nor accredited for this type of investigation. 

Instead, 1 would strongly recommend that you contact one of 

the national forensic service laboratories, for example the UK Forensic Science Service in 
B irmingh am, who are fully tooled up to perform the complex analysis required in this case. It might 
also be worth exploring options in India - one obvious contact would be Dr Lalji Singh, director of 
the CCMT in Hyderabad. '

Finally, 1 would note that DNA typing would be impossible on ashes, and may 

well prove impossible on the additional bone samples if they have been subjected to high temperatures. 
Even if they have not been heated, success is still not guaranteed. In this type of analysis, one has to be 
pragmatic, 

seeing whether any human DNA can be recovered - if no DNA is recoverable, then typing cannot be 
performed.

25/4/NGO-Vol IX(1) dated February 28, 2003 wherein it has been stated, inter alia, that 
the Indian Mission in London has taken up the matter with the authorities concerned in 
the U.K. and has been following up with them, but “till date no response has been 
received from the British authorities” 

(a) In view of the assertions of some deponents that documents containing clinching 
evidence relating to the points of inquiry of the Commission are in the possession 
and/or under the control of different foreign Departments, the Ministry of 
External Affairs, Government of India was requested on 1 1.11.2002, (apropos the 
Ilon’ble Chairman’s discussions with the Hon’ble Minister of External Affairs, 
Government of India held on 28.10.2002), to take up the matter with the 
Government of the U.K., the U S A., Japan, Taiwan, Russia, all other States which 
/ , e .1 are now' sovereign but previously within the erstw'hile USSR, Thailand, 

Malayasia, Singapore, Vietnam, Germany, Ireland, etc. to make available or 
accessible to the Commission at their earliest convenience, all relevant documents * 
which are in the possession and/or under the control of the aforesaid Governments 
and/or in the various archives of those countries. In response, a list of archives in 
Kazakhastan and the name, address, etc. of one archive in Kyrgyzstan have been 
received on 10.02.2003, lists of archives of Turkmenistan, Ukraine, Armenia and 
the name and telephone No. of one archive in Georgia, have been received on 

25.02.2003, and lists of archives in Belarus and Lithuania have been received on 

1 1.03.2003. The Ministry of External Affairs has stated in their d o. letters dated 
February 28, 2003 that the National Archives of Turkmenistan do not have any 
information on Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose; that the Ministry of External Affairs 
has asked the Indian Mission in Moscow to check with the Russian Foreign Office 
about the presence of anv relevant documents in the archives of the Russian 
Federation with specific references to the archives mentioned in the list of Dr. 
(Mrs.) Purabi Roy, that the Indian Mission in the Russian Federation is checking 
with the Russian Foreign Office regarding the points raised by the Commission in

its letter No. 398 dated 11.11.2002 concerning the list of archives in the Russian 
Federation, that the Indian Mission in Belarus “has also informed that all requests 
for service from the listed archives must be specific and all services rendered arc 
charged”; and that information from the remaining countries are being procured 
and will be sent to the Commission as soon as received. 

The Joint Secretary (CNV), Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India, has 
been requested by Commission’s letter No.JMCI/DOC(FOR)/99-2000/56(IV)/599 
dated March 21, 2003 to kindly send immediately a copy of the reply received by 
the Indian Mission, Turkmenistan which was not received along with the d.o. letter 
No.25/4/NGO-Vol.IX(I) dated 28.02.2003 as stated therein. He was also requested 
to kindly ask the Indian Mission in Belarus to inquire locally and report 
immediately whether any documents relating to Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose are 
available in the Archives in Belerus and Lithuania. He was further requested to 
kindly ask the Indian Missions in Ukraine, Turkmenistan, Armenia, and Georgia to 
make local inquiries and report immediately as to whether any documents relating 
to Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose and relevant to the inquiry of the Commission are 
available in the Archives of those countries. 

The Commission has also written on March 21, 2003 to the Director, National 
Museum of History of the Great Patriotic War, 1941-45, Archives of Ukraine, the 
Director, Central State Historical Archives of Ukraine, the Director General, 
Lithuanian State Archives System, the Director, Lithuanian State History Archive, 
the Director, Lithuanian Central State Archive ,the Director, Lithuanian New State 
Archive, the Director, Lithuanian Special Archive, and the Director, Lithuanian 
Literature and Arts Archives, as also to the Chairman, Committee for Control Over 
Archives and Documentation, Kazakhastan (through H E. Ambassador of India in 
Kazakhastan) with a request to kindly favour this Commission with their reports on 
whether any documents relating to Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose are available in 
their Archives and if so,to kindly furnish the particulars of such documents to this 
Commission as early as possible to facilitate its inquiry. The Lithuanian New State 
Archives has intimated that they do not have any documents concerning Netaji 
Subhas Chandra Bose. . 


The reports solicited from the Director (CNV), Ministry of External Affairs, Government 
of India, in Commission’s letter No.JMCI/DOC(FOR)/99-2000/56(IV)/446 dated 
December 5, 2002 on the outcome of further inquiry pursuant to the communication 
dated May 8, 2001 of Shri Harish K. Jain, Consul, St. Petersburg, addressed to the 
Embassy of India, Moscow, a copy of which was enclosed with the d.o. letter No. 
25/4/NGO-Vol.VIlI dated October 3 1, 2002, is yet to be received. 

The blood samples of Shri Subrata Bose and Shri Dwaraka Nath Bose, who are sons of 
the elder brothers of Netaji, as also of Shri Sadhan Kar, who is a descendent from the 
maternal lineage of Netaji, were collected by the Commission on 04.03.2003 and on that 
very day, an authorised officer of the Commission went to Hyderabad and deposited them 
with the Centre for D.N.A. Fingerprinting and Diagonistics, Hyderabad along with seven 
teeth found amongst the belongings allegedly of ‘Gumnami Baba’ of Faizabad, for 
D.N.A. tests. 

The Secretary', Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India, was requested by the 
Commission's registered letter No.JMCI/CPDC/2000/432 dated November 27, 2002 to 
kindly persuade the Government of Japan to get from the Government of Taiwan the 
original Register of Cremation Permits for the period from 18.08.1945 to 21.08. 1945, the j| 
original application for Cremation Permit allegedly filed on 18.05.1945 in the name of 
Chandra Bose or Subhas Chandra Bose, the original application for Cremation Permit, if 
any, filed on 18.08.1945 or 1 9.08 1 945 in the name of Ichiro Okura, the original Death 
Certificate allegedly issued in the name of Subhas Chandra Bose and the original Death 
Certificate, if any, in the name of Ichiro Okura. A copy of the said letter along with 
copies of the enclosures thereto were also sent to the Joint Secretary (IS), Ministry of 
Home Affairs, Government of India, on November 27, 2002 by Registered Post. The 
Ministry of External Affairs, Govt, of India in their d.o. letter dated 1 1.02.2003 received 
by the Commission on 24.02.2003 has stated, inter alia, that the matter is under reference 
to the authorities concerned in Japan and that the Ministry “shall revert as soon as a 
response is received from the Japanese authorities”. Further development in the matter 
is still awaited. $ 
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9. The Commission has been persistently asking the Ministry of Defence, Government of 

India for their affidavit on existcnce/non-existence/availability/non-availability, etc. of 
the complete records of the proceedings of the trial of the I.N.A. personnel. But no such 
affidavit has been filed by the Ministry' of Defence as yet. They have also not stated 
categorically that all the files of the Ministry of Defence on INA/Netaji Subhas Chandra 
Bose were sent to the History Division of the Ministry of Defence, that the History 
Division of the Ministry of Defence transferred all those files to the National Archives of 
India on 26 Ul August, 1997 and that none of the files on INA/Netaji Subhas Chandra 
Bose is presently available with any of the OfTices/Divisions/Authorities under the 
Ministry of Defence, Government of India. The Deputy Director, Ministry of Defence 
(History Division), Government of India has, however, stated in his letter 

No. 2 1 91/NIC/H/99 dated February 25, 2003 that all files pertaining to INA which were 
held by the History Division of the Ministry of Defence were transferred by them to the 
National Archives of India. In reply to the Commission’s letter 

No. JMCI/Stat. Rep. /Compliance/2003/87/584 dated March 6, 2003, the Deputy Director 
of Archives, Government of India in his d o. letter dated March 24, 2003 received by the 
Commission on 31.03.2003 has stated that “there are about 15 files which relate to trial/ 
court-martial proceedings of I.N.A. personnel” and has furnished a list of the said 15 
files. 

10. On being requested by the Commission, the Indian Embassy in Japan agreed on 
December 27, 2002 to solicit the services of an expert to re-examine the bones allegedly 
of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose kept in Renkoji temple “to seek his opinion on whether 
any material exists from which D.N.A. test may be isolated for the purposes of a D.N.A. 
test.” A reminder was sent to the said Indian Embassy by FAX on 11.03.2003. By 
Commission’s letter No.JMCI/EO/2002-2003/83/590 dated 13.03.2003 the Secretary, 
Ministry of External Affairs was requested to take necessary action so that the 
Commission receives the opinion of a competent expert immediately on whether any 
material exists in the mortal remains allegedly of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose kept at the 
Renkoji Temple in Japan from which D.N.A. may be isolated for the purposes of D.N.A. 
tests, as called for by the Commission from the Embassy of India in Tokyo. Shri Bircn 
Nanda, Charge d’ Affairs of the Embassy of India in Tokyo in his communication dated 


27.12.2002 (sic) sent by FAX and received by the Commission on 27.03.2003 has 
requested the Commission to correspond directly with the Ministry of External Affairs in 
New Delhi on this matter.

I am responding to your letter to Ms. Patrice Murray of March 10, 2003, regarding Subas 
Chandra Bose and the records at the National Archives and Records Administration at College 
Park, Maryland. 

We could not locate any communications of General MacArthur with Lord Mountbatten and 
President Truman regarding Mr. Bose. It is possible that the Truman Presidential Library, the 
MacArthur Memorial Library, and the British Public Record Office would have copies of the 
correspondence you requested. Their addresses are:

We also could not locate a U.S. Navy intelligence report regarding Bose’s activities from August 
17 to 25, 1945. We did, however, locate a U.S. Army intelligence report indicating that he died 
at approximately 9pm on August 18, 1945; that he was cremated on August 22 or 23, 1945; and 
that the remains arrived in Tokyo, Japan on September 6, 1945. We are enclosing a copy of this 
report which is File Number 21 1203 of the Formerly Security-Classified Numerical Series of 


Intelligence Documents ("ID File") June 1944-1955 (Entry 85A), Records of the Administrative 
Division of the Army Chief of Staff, Intelligence (G-2). These records are part of the Records of 
the Army Staff (Record Group 319) and were declassified in fiscal year 1974. 

You will need to contact Princeton University for archival records they have and the Library of 
Congress and some other large library for the 1954 article that appeared in the magazine 
National Republic. 

For Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) records regarding Mr. Bose you will need to contact that 
agency at:

The records of the Central Intelligence Agency’s predecessors, the Office of Strategic Services 
(1942-1945) and the Strategic Services Unit (1945-1946) are held by the National Archives. We 
have several indexes to these records that you or your representative(s) and/or the Justice 
Mukerjee Commission are welcome to use to identify records relating to Mr. Bose. 

There are similar indexes to the Formerly Security-Classified Numerical Series of Intelligence 
Documents ("ID File") June 1944-1955 (Entry 85A) referenced above, as well as other military 
and naval intelligence records. There are undoubtedly records related to Mr. Bose in the records 
of the American Embassy and Consulates in India and a check of the indexes of the Central File 
of the General Records of Department of State (Record Group 59) indicates 7 references to him 
for the 1940-1949 period. 

We are willing to assist the Indian Government identify records to use in our research room, but 
we are unable to undertake the research ourselves. For information about doing research at the 
National Archives, including hours, location, and procedures, please see the Research Room 
section of our agency’s website: www.archives.gov . Additionally, I have ask Dr. Greg Bradsher 
on my staff to answer any questions you may have regarding records and research at the National 
Archives.

Khosla Commission by different witnesses. As the Commission is aware, the Ministry 
of Home Affairs was the nodal Ministry for all matters related to the Justice Khosla 
Commission. Therefore, copies/originals of all the documents related to that 
Commission would be available only with the Ministry of Home Affairs. 

As regards the three letters mentioned at para 2 of the letter dated 10.2.03, our 
records reveal that the two letters dated 1 st November, 1951 from Mr. Subimal Dutta, 
the then Secretary in this Ministry, and 17 lh January, 1952 from Mr. A.M.Sahay were 
earlier available in this Ministry's file No. 25/4/NGO-Vol.l, but were sent in original to 
the Ministry of Home Affairs. Although there is no record of the date on which they 
were sent, it is very likely that they were passed on to MHA in connection with the 
Justice Khosla Commission. Unfortunately, we do not have any copy of these letters. 
The third letter from Miss Lollamani Naidu dated 24.12.1951 Is not available in the file 
in question. However, a scrutiny of the file reveals that the date of this letter should be 
21 ’ instead of 24 th December, 1 951 as indicated in the enclosure to the Commission’s 
letter.

4. Xerox copies/authenticated copies of various files of the Government of India as received 
from lime to time are being scrutinized and further references are being made to the 
Government’ of India to elicit further information/documents in appropriate cases. 

5. To expedite the matters, the Hon’ble Chairman went to Delhi on 28.10.2002 and met the 
Hoifblc Minister of External Affairs, Government of India. He requested the Ilon’blc 
Minister to persuade the Government of the U.K. to declassify all relevant classified British 
documents and to take all steps in terms of the d.o. letter No. 25/4/NGO-Vol VI dated 
26.09.2001 of the then Hon’ble Minister of External Affairs. Apropos the said discussion, 
the Commission’s letter No 39S dated 11.11.2002 was sent by Speed Post to the Ministry 
of External Affairs, Government oflndia, with the request to take appropriate action in the 
matter. The Hon’ble Minister of External Affairs, Government of India, in his d.o. letter 

dated 13.1 1.2002 addressed to the Hon’ble Chairman has stated inter alia : “ since 

the Commission feels that these papers (i.e. classified British records on Nctaji Subhas 
Chandra Bose) could be of vital importance with reference to its mandate, we have again 
taken up the issue of their release with the 'British Government and would keep you 
informed of the outcome in this regard. 

1 would like to take this opportunity to reassure of all possible assistance from our side to 
facilitate the inquiry of the Commission.” 

Further development in the matter is awaited.

As the Commission is aware, our Mission in London took up the 
question of declassification of relevant classified British documents relating to 
Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose in November 2002 with the concerned authorities 
in the U.K. The matter has been followed up with them. However, till date no 
response has been received from the British authorities. 


Furthermore, following the directions of the Commission to approach 
various governments to make available all records, relevant to the points of 
inquiry, in their possession or under their control, all our concerned Missions 
have taken up the matter with the appropriate authorities. We are awaiting 
response from the concerned governments and will convey the same as soon 
as available. 

Regarding the last para of the Commission’s letter No. DOC(FOR)/99- 
2000-56(IV)/398 dated 11.11 .2002, our response is as under. 

Our Mission in Moscow had forwarded the list of archives furnished by 
Dr.(Mrs.) Purabi Roy to the Russian Foreign Office on 12 th March 2001 with the 
request to make accessible all archival documents in the Russian Federation 
relating to Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose and the INA. In response, the Russian 
Foreign Office had forwarded some documents, which were sent to the 
Commission vide our letter No. 25/4/NGO-Vol.VI dated 1.10.2001. We have 
now asked our Mission in Moscow to check with the Russian Foreign Office 
about the presence of any relevant documents with specific reference to the 
archives mentioned in the list of Dr. Purabi Roy. 

In the meanwhile, our Mission is also checking with the Russian Foreign 
Office on the points raised by the Commission in their letter of 11.11.2002 
regarding the list of archives in the Russian Federation.

Our response to the queries of JS(USC) are as under. 

We had approached the US Government in 2001 to make available all 
documents related to Netaji in their possession . The Intelligence and Research Bureau 
of the US State Department had, in this connection, clarified that documents, once 
declassified, are no longer retained by the US Govt, and are normally stored in the 
National Archives, Library of Congress, or similar documentation centres. On the other 
hand, classified documents could be requisitioned only with specific details under the 
US Freedom of Information Act. 

2. JS(USC) may kindly note with reference to his second query that the work of 
the Justice Mukherjee Commission is still continuing and the process of collecting data 
is on. They have recently furnished a list of documents which are to be procured from 
the US, if available. We have, accordingly, written to E/I, Washington, a copy of which 
is placed below for information.

Apropos the Hon’ble Home Minister’s telephonic talk with you on 13.08.2001 in my presence and 
the feedback I received from the Hon’ble Home Minister, I venture to write to you in the interest of the 
inquiry I am holding as the Chairman of the one-man Commission set up by the Government of India, 
Ministry of Home Affairs, to inquire into the alleged disappearance of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose and the 
* subsequent developments connected therewith. 


You will appreciate that having regard to the fact that this inquiry is being held after a lapse of 
more than five decades since the alleged disappearance of Netaji in 1945, this Commission has to depend 
mainly upon documents available in India and other countries. Indeed, some of the deponents before the 
Commission have, in their affidavits and/or sworn testimonies, asserted that documents containing 
clinching evidence relating to the points of this inquiry are in the possession and/or under the control of the 
Governments of the U.K., the U.S.A., Russia and the other States forming the erstwhile U.S.S.R. 


It is in that context that a team of the Commission headed by me had been to London to study 774 
files declassified by the U.K. Government in 1997 and maintained in The British Library and also 
files/records relevant to the points of inquiry that might be available in other archives/libraries in and 
around London. In course of our visit to London, we have come to learn that certain files/records are still 
* clasi^ited and those will remain closed till 2021. At the Foreign and Commonwealth Office in London, a 

write-up on “British Records on Subhas Chandra Bose” was given to us (copy enclosed) . Para 3 of this 
write-up corroborates what we came to learn during our visit to London. It is expressly stated in the said 
para 3 that some papers in the British Records on Subhas Chandra Bose have still remained closed. It 
may be safely presumed that these documents contain relevant material for otherwise the same would not 
have been treated as classified even after the lapse of more than five decades I, therefore, strongly feel

that steps need be taken to make those documents available to this Commission in order to enable it to 
unravel the truth and solve for all time to come the mystery of the alleged disappearance of Netaji Subhas 
Chandra Bose. 


Further, materials before the Commission tend to lend at least some support to the contentions of 
the deponents that some relevant documents relating to the issues of the inquiry may be in the possession 
and/or under the control of the Government of the foreign countries like the U.S.A., Russia and the States 
which formed erstwhile U.S.S.R. In this connection, the letters Nos. Doc(FOR)/99-2000/56/503, 27 and 49 

a 

dated 6.2.2001, 17.4.2001 and 27.4.2001 respectively of this Commission to the Secretary of your Ministry 
may also kindly be referred to ( A copy of each is enclosed ). Besides the document/records, it may be 
necessary to examine witnesses, if available, in Japan, Formosa, Taiwan and Russia and the States which 
were within the erstwhile U.S.S.R. 

The alleged disappearance of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose is an enigma shrouded in mystery. 
This Commission is making earnest endeavours to solve this mystery by unravelling the truth. This object 
cannot be achieved unless the Commission can explore all possible sources of evidence, both 
documentary and oral, relating to the issues of the present inquiry. 

May I, therefore, request you to kindly take up this matter with the Governments of the U.K., the 
U.S.A., Japan, Taiwan, Russia and the States which were within the erstwhile USSR and persuade them 
to make available to the Commission all records and documents, both open and classified, relating to 
Netaji Subhas Chandra Basu which may be in their possession and/or under their control? They may be 
further requested to extend all help and facilities to the Commission to enable it to record evidence of 
witnesses, if any, available in their respective countries

I am enclosing a copy of my letter dated January 29, 2003 to Mrs. Krishna 
Bose, MP which I wrote in response to her letter of January 23, 2003 regarding 
the mortal remains of Netaji Subash Chandra Bose being kept in the Renkoji 
Temple in Tokyo. The contents of the letter are self-explanatory. 


2. I fully appreciate the sensitivities expressed by Rev. Koshi Mochizuki, the 
Chief Minister of the Renkoji Temple. On the direction of the Justice Mukherjee 
Commission, we approached the Renkoji Temple for re-examination of the 
alleged mortal remains of Netaji to ascertain whether DNA test could be carried 
out. In this regard I had written to Rev. Mochizuki seeking his assistance. 
However, Rev. Mochizuki has requested our Counsellor Shri Ramesh Chander for 
a formal request and a communication from the Indian leadership and also 

• "some notification by the Government of India with regard to the requested 
DNA testing." 

3. In the last meeting that Counsellor Ramesh Chander had with Rev. 
Mochizuki on January 20, 2003, Rev. Mochizuki expressed some concern with 
regard to the opening and re-opening of the mortal remains of Netaji in view of 
the religious sensitivities under the Buddhist traditions. He also indicated that it 
would be appreciated if in future these matters are handled with greater 
"formality." Rev. Mochizuki also pointed out that he had come to know that 
some photographs taken earlier of the casket of the mortal remains of the Netaji 
by our officials, on instructions from the Commission, and sent to them, had 
found their way to the media. He said that this was a matter of regret and a 
source of embarrassment to the Temple. 




4. On the directions of the Justice Mukherjee Commission, we had located 
Prof. Momoki Hirai, a DNA expert who is a Professor in the Department of 
Integrated Biosciences, Graduate School of Frontier Sciences, University of 
Tokyo. Prof. Hirai has agreed to assist and do the requisite examination as 
required by the Justice Mukherjee Commission, i.e., to ascertain whether the 
mortal remains of Netaji could be tested for DNA. A meeting for this purpose 
had been fixed on February 7, 2003 after consulting both Prof. Hirai and Rev. 
Mochizuki. However, in the light of the observations of Mrs. Krishna Bose, MP, 
please advise us whether we should await "the formal communication" from the 
leadership which has been requested by Rev. Mochizuki. We would also request 


Ministry's advice on the parameters for identification of a suitable DNA expert, 
particularly whether we should have both a Japanese and an Indian expert 
working on this project. 


5. I shall be grateful if you could kindly let us know the considered opinion of 
the Ministry on these issues before we proceed with the re-opening of the casket 
yet again. As an interim measure, we are requesting the Renkoji Temple and 
Prof. Hirai to agree to defer the meeting scheduled for February 7, 2003.

I am writing to you on N’ciaji’s birthday to ask - you to please ensure that the proper and highest 
respect is shown by the Government of India to Netaji’s mortal remains kept in the Renkoji Temple. I also 
would like to urge you to sec that all officials of die Indian Embassy show due sensitivity to Japanese 
senLiments, especially of those who have taken care of Netaji’s mortal remains for so many years. 

My son Sugata Bose. Gardiner Professor of Hisrory at Harvard University and also Director of the 
Netaji Research Bureau, was visiting Japan to give academic lectures in Kyoto and Tokyo earlier this 
month. When he visited the Renkoji Temple on IS 01 January 2003. he found that the priest Reverend 
Mochizuki had been deeply disturbed by the way in which officials of the Embassy had ordered him to 
open the casket containing Netaji 's mortal remains without any proper explanation as to the purpose it 
might serve. You should know that the casket containing Netaji 's mortal remains lias been opened only 
twice before by Reverend Mochizuki senior, the current priest’s father - once for Prime Minister 
Jawaharlal Nehru in the 1950’s and the second time for my late husband Dr.Sisir Kumar Bose in 1965. My 
husband told me that the priest had to conduct prayers for a whole day before opening the casket in 1965. 

* .As you know, in the Japanese Buddhist tradition, the ashes and bones of the dead arc revered. It was 
improper for the mortal remains of the great leader of our independence movement to have been interfered 
with without giving the priest an opportunity to conduct necessary rituals and without the respectful 
presence of the highest representatives of the Government of India. I have been informed by telephone by 
Japanese friends of Netaji that officials of the Embassy had made a peremptory phone call and shown up at 
the Renkoji Temple the next day. 

T understand that during a subsequent visit on 20 lh January 200.3 by a counsellor at our Embassy it 
has been explained to the priest that a DNA test might be conducted on Netaji's mortal remains. I myself 
have no objection to such a test being conducted if DNA material is still available in Netaji's mortal 
remains. However, it must be done with the utmost respect being shown to the remains and polite gratitude 
expressed, to the Japanese who have cared for the remains for fifly-cighr years. Netaji’s mortal remains 
must nondismrbed until prior and proper arrangements have been made by selecting lop DNA experts in 
the world. You are the highest representative of our government in Japan. T hope that you will handle a 
matter of such national and international importance yourself rather than leaving it to your subordinate 
officials. 

And. of course, if Netaji’s mortal remains were in the future to be brought back to India, the highest 
echelons of the Government of India including the President and rlie Prime Minister will have ro be 
involved. 

I look forward to hearing from you to be reassured (hat you understand the points I have raised and 
the information I have given.

Dear Ambassador Aftab Seth, 




( am writing to you on Netaji’s birthday to ask you to please ensure that the proper and highest 
respect is shown by the Government of India to Netaji *s mortal remains kept in the Renkoji Temple. I also 
would like to urge you to see that all officials of the Indian Embassy show due sensitivity to Japanese 
sentiments, especially of those who have taken care of Netaji’s mortal remains for so many 7 years. 

My son Sugata Bose, Gardiner Professor of History at Harvard University and also Director of Lhe 
Netaji Research Bureau, was visiting Japan to give academic lectures m Kyoto and Tokyo earlier this 
month. When he visited the Renkoji Temple on 15 th January 2003, he found that the priest Reverend 
Modftzuki had been deeply disturbed by the way in which officials of Lhc Embassy had ordered him to 
open the casket containing Netaji’s mortal remains without any proper explanation as to the purpose it 
might sene. You should know that the casket containing Nctaji’s mortal remains has been opened only 
twice before by Reverend Mochizuki senior, the current priest’s father - once for Prime Minister 
Jawaharlal Nehru in the 1950's and the second lime for my late husband Dr.Sisir Kumar Bose in 1965. My 
husband told me mat the priest had to conduct prayers for a whole day before opening the casket in 1965, 
As you know, in the Japanese Buddhist tradition, the ashes and bones of the dead are revered. It was 
improper for the mortal remains of the great leader of our independence movement to have been interfered 
with without giving the priest an opportunity to conduct necessary rituals and without the respectful 
presence of Lhc highest representatives of the Government of India. I have been informed by telephone by 

( Japanese friends of Netaji that officials of the Embassy had made a peremptory phone call and shown up aL 
tlie Renkoji Temple the next day 

1 understand that during a subsequent visit on 20 th January 2003 by a counsellor at our Embassy it 
has been explained to the priest that a DNA test might be conducted on Nciajris mortal remains. J myself 
have no objection to such a test being conducted if DNA material is still available in Netaji 's mortal 
remains. However, it musL be done wiLh the utmost respect being shown to the remains and polite gratitude 
expressed to the Japanese who have cared for the remains for fifty-eight years. NetajPs mortal remains 
must not be disturbed until prior and proper arrangements have been made by selecting top DNA experts hi 4 
the world You are the highest representative of our government in Japan. 1 hope that you will handle a 
matter of such national and international importance yourself rather than leaving it to your subordinate 
officials. 

And, of course, if Netaji's mortal remains were m the forure to be brought back to India, the highest 
echelons of the Government of India including the President and the Prime Minister will have to be 
involved 

I look forward to hearing from you to be reassured that you understand the points l have raised and 
the information I have given.

1 . Xerox copies of the Commission’s Status Report as on 06.06.2002 and of the proceedings 
dated June 10, 2002 and July 16, 2002 were sent to the Secretaries, Ministry of Home 
Affairs, Ministry of External Affairs, Prime Minister’s Office, Cabinet Secretariat, Ministry 
of Defence, as also to the Director General, National Archives of India, and the Director, 
Intelligence Bureau, Government of India, under Commission’s registered letter no. 
J MCI /Meeting-Proceedings (Follow up)/ 99-2000/48 (IV)/237 (7) dated 01.08.2002 for 
their information and taking necessary action at their end. The Commission’s Status Report 
from 01.10.2002 to 31.10.2002 was sent to the Ministry of Home Affairs on 11.1 1.2002 by 
Registered Post for necessary' action at their end. 

2. The Commission has been persistently asking the Ministry of Defence, Government of 
India, for their affidavit on existence/non-cxistcnce/availabiiity/non-availability, etc. of the 
complete records of the proceedings of the trial of the INA personnel. 

3. No counter-affidavit or affidavit-in-opposition was filed by Ministry* of Home Alfairs, 
Ministry of External Affairs, Prime Minister’s office, Cabinet Secretariat, Ministry of 
Defence and Intelligence Bureau, Govt of India in respect of 
averments/contentions/allegations contained in the affldavits/supplcmcntary affidavits of 
different deponents in spite of repeated reminders. Plence, they have been intimated by 
registered letter no 300 dated September 03, 2002 that because of the said default of the 
said Ministries/Departments / Offices of the Government of India, the Commission 
presumed that the formers did not want to file any counter-affidavits or affidavits-in- 
opposition as they had nothing with them to enable them to say anything contrary to or 
rebut on oath the averments and contentions contained in the aforesaid affidavits. 

4. Xerox copies/authenticated copies of various files of the Government of India as received 
from time to time are being scrutinized and further references arc being made to the 
Government of India to elicit further information/documents in appropriate cases. 

5. To expedite the matters, the Hon’ble Chairman went to Delhi on 28.10.2002 and met the 
Hon’blc Minister of External Affairs, Government of India. He requested the Hon’blc 
Minister to persuade the Government of the U.K. to declassify all relevant classified British 
documents and to take all steps in terms of the d.o. letter No. 25/4/NGO-Vol.VI dated 
26.09.2001 of the then Hon’ble Minister of External Affairs. Apropos the said discussion, 
the Commission’s letter No 398 dated 11.11.2002 was sent by Speed Post to the Ministry 
of External Affairs, Government of India, with the request to take appropriate action in the 
matter. The Hon’blc Minister of External Affairs, Government of India, in his d.o. letter 

dated 13.1 1.2002 addressed to the Hon’ble chairman has stated inter alia : “ since 

the Commission feels that these papers (i.e. classified British records on Nctaji Subhas 
Chandra Bose) could be of vital importance with reference to its mandate, we have again 


taken up the issue of their release with the British Government and would keep you 
informed of the outcome in this regard. 

— I would like to take this opportunity to reassure of all possible assistance from our side 
to facilitate the inquiry of the Commission.” 

- •-'further development in the matter is awaited. 

6. Notwithstanding the statement made by the then Prime Minister in the Lok Soblia on 
28.08.1978 regarding availability of “further contemporary' official documentary records”, 
no such records could be traced out by the Government of India, as reported by them. The 
reports given by the Ministry of External Affairs, Prime Minister’s Office, the Ministry of 
Home Affairs, etc. in the matter would be considered by the Hon’ble Chairman at the 
appropriate stage to express his views thereon. 

7(a) The Hon’ble Chairman and the Secretary of the Commission visited Japan in the month 
of September, 2002 and could examine only one witness, viz.. Dr. T. Yoshimi, in spite of 
publication of a notice about the sitting of the Commission in Japan, in a prominent 
English daily of Japan before the visit of the Commission to Japan. The Commission 
could interact with a number of local people at the Renkoji Temple in Tokyo who declined 
to depose before the Commission as witnesses. They have, however, staled that they all 
believe that Nctaji had died in the plane crash on 18 lh August, 1945 and that the ashes of 
Netaji are being preserved at the Renkoji Temple; but none of them could adduce any 
evidence in support of their said beliefs. The Commission could not visually examine the 
ashes kept in Renkoji Temple as the container thereof could not bo opened by the 
authorities of the Renkoji Temple on that day for some practical difficulties. Since the 
Commission was leaving for Miyazaki on that very day to examine Dr. T. Yoshimi, the 
Hon’ble Chairman addressed a letter to the Ambassador of India in Japan (who was away 
from Tokyo on that day) requesting him to get the ashes examined by a competent officer 
of the Embassy to ascertain whether there is any bone or fragments of bone in them 
justifying examination of the ashes bv D.N.A. test. The report dated November 12/18, 
2002 of the Indian Embassy in Japan and the photographs received by the Hon’blc 
Chairman on 28.11.2002, shows that the casket alleged to be containing the mortal 
remains of Nctaji Subhas Chandra Bose appear to be having bone fragments, parts of the 
skull, some teeth, and a portion of the jaw. 

7)b) Shri Nandalal Chakraborty, one of the deponents of the affidavit no. JMCI/1 1, in his letter 
dated 01.11.2002 addressed to the Secretary' of the Commission has requested the 
Commission to visit the USA. the UK, and Germany for reasons mentioned therein. Copy 
of the said letter has been sent to the Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India in 
continuation of the Commission‘5 letter no. 398 dated 1 1.1 1.2002 to act accordingly. 

8. The documents collected by the National Archives of India from the UK as per requisition 
of the Commission have been received and are being scrutinized by the Commission. 

9. The Commission has received from the Ministry -of External Affairs some papers in 
support of the contention of the Ministry' of External Affairs that the name of Netaji 
Subhas Chandra Bose does not appear in the list of “War Criminals”. 






10. The Commission has been pursuing with the Ministry of External Affairs, Ministry of 
Home Affairs, Prime Minister’s Office, Ministry of Information and Broadcasting, the 
Intelligence Bureau, etc.. Government of India, for various 
niesMocumenls/records/reports called for from them which are yet to bo received by the 
Commission. 


11. Some handwritings allegedly of “Gumnami Baba” were made over to the Government 
Examiner of Questioned Documents, Bureau of Police Research and Development, 
Ministry' of Home Affairs, Government of India, Simla, on 02.09.2002 along with some 
admitted specimens of the handwritings of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose for examination 
of the said questioned handwritings by comparing with the said admitted specimens of 
handwritings. The sealed report of the said Government Examiner has been collected and 
brought to the office of the Commission on 25.1 1.2002. Efforts are being made to get the 
aforesaid two sets of handwritings examined independently by tw'o more eminent 
handwriting experts, one after the other. It may be pointed out in this connection that it 
will take considerable time to get the questioned handwritings, allegedly of Netaji Subhas 
Chandra Bose, verified with admitted specimens of his handwritings by 3 (tlirec) eminent 
handwriting experts independently, one after the other. 

12. The authenticated xerox copies of the relevant rules and procedures, which were in force 
at the time of destruction of different filcs/documcnts of the Government of India, as 
called for. could not be received from the Prime Minister’s office in spite of close 
persuasion by the Commission. Hence, it has been decided not to pursue the matter 
further. 

13. To collect blood samples of persons on the patemal/matemal lineage of Netaji Subhas 

Chandra Bose for the purpose of DNA tests of the relevant specimens out of the articles 
seized from the house in Faizabad, UP for establishing the identity of the subject to whom 
those specimens belonged, Sarbasree Nirupam Som. Subrata Bose, Pradip Bose, Sugata 
Bose, Chandra Kumar Bose, Surya Kumar Bose, Sadhan Kar and Smt. Chitra Chose were 
requested by the Commission’s letters dated 30.07.2002/ 03.10.2002/04.10.2002 to kindly 
cooperate with this Commission by communicating their willingness to donate their 
respective blood samples of one ml. each. While no response has yet been received from 
Sarbasree Subrata-Bose, Chandra Kumar Bose, Sadhan Kar and Smt. Chitra Ghosh, Slid 
Nirupam Som and Shri Sugata Bose have questioned the efficacy of the proposed DNA 
test in their respective replies to the Commission in the matter. Shri Surya Kumar Bose, 
who is now' living in Germany, has however expressed his willingness to donate the blood 
but has informed that he has no plan to visit India in near future. Shri Pradip Bose has 
replied that he has no objection to donate the blood in New Delhi as he will not be able to 
come to Kolkata in near future.gThe Commission is still making efforts to collect the 
names and addresses of other eligible donors, if any, ofNctaji’s family. 


shri Subrata Bosc_ in his letter dated November 2S, 2002 which was received by 
Commission at j.4b PM on the same day, conveyed his willingness to donate blood sam 
lor the proposed DNA test on the specimens obtained from Faizabad. UP., “and for no of 
purpose".

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As regards Russian documents relating to Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose, I am directed 
to invite your notice to the d.o. letter No. 25/4/NGO-Vol.VI dt: October 1, 2001 of the then 
Director (CNV), Ministry of External Affairs, forwarding therewith some documents said to 
have been received through the Indian Mission in Moscow from different Archives in the 
Russian Federation. The documents sent along with aforesaid d.o. letter dt: October 1, 2001 
included one unofficial translation of a note bearing No. 142/3/DA dt: 28th June, 2001 of the 
Ministry of the Foreign Affairs of the Russian Federation addressed to the Embassy of the 
Republic of India, Moscow. From that note it appears that the documents forwarded along 
with the above-quoted d.o. letter dt: October 1, 2001 pertain to the following Archives:

I am further directed to request you to kindly refer to your d.o. letter No..25/4/NGO- 
Vol.VIII dt: October 21, 2002 and its enclosure i.e., the list of eight Archives, as received by 
the MEA from the Indian Mission in Moscow, and to say that the list sent along with your 
above-quoted d.o. letter dt: October 21, 2002 does not prima facie appear to be exhaustive 
in-as-much as this list docs not contain the names of four (4) Archives but of the nine (9) 
Archives mentioned in the aforesaid note dated June 28, 2001 of the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs of the Russian Federation, a copy of which was received along with the d.o. letter 
dated October 1, 2001, referred to earlier in this letter. These four (4) Archives are:-

I am to further request you to refer to the Commission’s letter 
No.JMCI/DOC(FOR)/99-2000/56/27 dt: April 17, 2001 forwarding therewith a copy of the 
list of the Archives of the Russian Federation and also the other States, which were within 
the erstwhile USSR, as furnished by Dr. (Mrs) Purabi Roy and the Commission’s letter 
No.JMCl/DCC(FOR)/99-2000/56/(IV)/348 dt: September 27, 2002 calling for a complete 
list of the names and addresses of all the Archives in the Russian Federation as also of the 
other States, which were previously within the erstwhile USSR. I am directed to say that no 
document or report in respect of a number of Archives in the aforesaid list of Archives 
furnished by Dr (Mrs) Purabi Roy has yet been received. I am to further bring to your notice 
that a comprehensive list of Archives, as called for in the above-quoted Commission’s letter 
No. 348 dt: 27 September, 2002 is yet to be received from your end.
